In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.705, Patentee hereby requests reconsideration 

of the patent term adjustment under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b) of 169 days determined by the 

U.S. Patent and Trademark Office for the above-referenced patent ("the '750 patent"). 

This request Is being filed within two months of issuance of the '750 patent 

(January 25, 2009, being a Sunday), as required by 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d), along with a 

fee payment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b)(1). 

I. Statement of the Facts 

A. Correct Patent Term Adjustment 

According to information printed on the face of the 750 patent, the USPTO has 
determined that it is entitled to 169 days of patent term adjustment.

Patentee believes the USPTO's determination is incorrect, and Patentee 
respectfully submits that the correct patent term adjustment for the 750 patent 
is 637 days based on the following facts: 

B. Improper Reduction of Patent Term Adjustment 

The Determination of Patent Term Adjustment ("Determination") issued along 
with the Notice of Allowance mailed on July 23, 2008, indicated that the patent issuing 
as the '750 patent would be eligible for a patent term adjustment of 272 days. 

The Issue Notification mailed November 5, 2008, indicated that the 750 patent 
would be eligible to receive a patent term adjustment of 169 days rather than the 
272 days indicated on the Determination, a reduction of 103 days. 

According to the USPTO's PAIR page Patent Term Adjustment tab (copy of print- 
out attached), the USPTO reduced the patent term adjustment shown in the 
Determination based on Patentee's submission of a courtesy copy of the Declaration 
and Power of Attorney originally filed on June 23, 2001 (copy attached along with 
USPTO dated-stamped postcard receipt). 

Patentee filed the courtesy copy of the Declaration and Power of Attorney in 
response to an express request by the Examiner to submit a copy of the originally-filed 
Declaration and Power of Attorney because the USPTO's copy was apparently no 
longer present in the USPTO's application file. 

The USPTO has apparently improperly viewed the submission of the courtesy 
copy as a "fail[urej to engaged in reasonable efforts to conclude prosecution . . . of the 
application," and has reduced the patent term adjustment by 103 days. See 37 C.F.R.

§ 1.704(a). 

Patentee respectfully submits that such a reduction is improper because a 
supplemental paper submitted in response to an Examiner's express request does not 
constitute a failure to engage in reasonable prosecution efforts. See 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1704(c)(8) (indicating that supplemental replies and other papers expressly 
requested by the Examiner do not trigger a reduction in patent term adjustment). 

Thus, reduction by 103 days of the '750 patent's patent term adjustment from 
272 days indicated in the Determination to 169 days based on Patentee's submission of 
a courtesy copy of the Declaration and Power of Attorney, as expressly requested by 
the Examiner, is improper and should be reversed. 

After reversal of the improper reduction of 103 days, the patent term adjustment 
should be returned to 272 days, plus the additional patent term adjustment acquired by 
the 750 patent noted below. 

C. Pendency Greater than Three Years based on Wyeth v. Piodas 
A recent decision by the U.S, District Court for the District of Columbia, Wyeth v. 
Dudas . Civ. Act. No. 07-1492 (D.D.C. 2008), found that the USPTO has been 
improperly calculating patent term adjustment in such a manner as to improperly 
discount patent term adjustment accruing as a result of an application pending for more 
than three years. 

According to Wyeth, the time period beyond three years of pendency of an 
application counts toward patent term adjustment for every day that does not occur on 
the same day as a USPTO delay based on a reason other than the pendency being

greater than three years. S_e_e Wveth at 8 ("the only way that periods of time can 
'overlap 1 is if they occur on the same day"). 

Patentee respectfully submits that the USPTO has failed to provide the 
750 patent with 365 days of accrued patent term adjustment based on the period of 
time between three years after the filing date and the date on which Patentee filed a 
Request for Continued Examination (RCE). 

The application that matured into the 750 patent ("the application") was filed on 
April 19,2001. 

The application had been pending for three years as of April 1 9, 2004. 
Patentee filed an RCE on April 19, 2005, which was the first and only RCE filed 
in the application. 

Thus, the application was pending for 365 days more than three years before 
Patentee filed an RCE, more specifically the time period between April 19, 2004, and 
April 19, 2005. 

Thus, the 750 patent should receive 365 days of additional patent term 
adjustment based on Wveth , 

D. Total Patent Term Adjustment 

For the reasons outlined above, Patentee respectfully submits that the 
750 patent is eligible to receive a total patent term adjustment of 637 days, and thus, 
Patentee respectfully requests reconsideration of the patent term adjustment and 
indication that the 750 patent will be eligible to receive 637 days of patent term 
adjustment.
